4. To allow the Commissioner of Conservation to reclassify the reservoir by
supplemental order, without the necessity of a public hearing, should the
producing characteristics of the reservoir change and evidence to Jjustify

To dissolve the reservoirwide unit created by Office of Conservation Order
87-H-8, and revised by Office of Conservation Order No. 87-H-12, and to
simultaneously, create a revised reservoirwide unit for the Robulus 7 Sand,
Reservoir J, designated as the ROB 7 RJ SU, as shown on the plat attached
hereto, all pursuant to R.S. 30:5C (Act 441 of 1960, as amended);

To force pool and integrate all separately owned tracts, mineral leases and
other property interests within the units so created on the acre/foot basis of
participation shown on the attached exhibit;

To approve and adopt the Ratification and Amendment to Unit Agreement,
a copy of which is attached hereto;

To allow the Commissioner of Conservation to reclassify the reservoir by
supplemental order, without the necessity of a public hearing, should the
producing characteristics of the reservoir change and evidence to justify
reclassification is submitted to and accepted by the Commissioner of
Conservation;

To consider such other matters as may be pertinent to the Robulus 7 Sand,
Reservoir J.

Order No. 87-H.

The pre-application conference relating to this matter was not requested, and was not held,

SO no opposition is anticipated
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Due to a clerical error, the Tract Participations of the State of Louisiana and Miami
Corporation, only, have changed, and we enclose herewith revised exhibits showing the Tract
Participations and revised plats. Both the State and Miami have indicated that they do not desire
a conference as a result of these corrections. No other parties are affected by these corrections.

Attached hereto and made a part hereof are revised plats outlining the ROB 3 RJ SU and
ROB 7 RJ SU, in the Bayou Sale Field, St. Mary Parish, Louisiana. Also enclosed to the
Commissioner of Conservation and District Manager ONLY are a list of Interested Owners,
Interested Parties and Represented Parties to whom a copy of this notice is being sent and copies
of each respective Ratification and Amendment of Unit Agreement with the revised plats and Tract
Participation exhibits.

Additionally, the legal notice will be
published in a newspaper of general circulation in the vicinity of Bayou Sale Field, at least fifteen
(15) days before the hearing date.
